To the Gentlemen oi the Council and the House of Representa- 
tives of the Twenty-third Legislative Assembly of Arizona. 


In conformity with the statutes of Arizona, which make it 
obligatory upon the Governor to present to the Legislature at 
the beginning of each session thereof information by message 
of the condition of the Territory, and recommend such measures 
as he deems expedient, I have the honor to submit for vour 
consideration the following statement of Territorial affairs 
with accompanying recommendations. 

A review of the advancement Arizona has made in the past 
two years widens the source from which comes the pride we 
feel in our Commonwealth Industrial development has been 
most substantial Our mines have produced wealth beyond 
that of many States of the Union, and in copper production I 
believe we occupy second place to Montana.! The livestock in- 
dustry, agriculture and horticulture have met with severe 
droughts and their progress retarded more or less as local con- 
ditions favored them With the exception of the strike at 
Morenci, good order has prevailed The domestic affairs of 
the Territory have progressed along lines of economy, and the 
people are to be congratulated on the prosperity and material 
wellbeing. 


` 
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The foundation on which ourindustrial prosperity is based 
has been strengthened by the General Government in the selec- 
tion of sites for the construction of large dams at points where 
vast quantities of water may be stored. The Tonto dam, to 
represent an outlay of about $3,000,000, and the Yuma pro- 
ject to cost a like amount, are soon to become realizations of 
years of earnest work, not only on the part of our citizens, but 
at the hands of the United States Geological Survey. The 
problem of successful water storage has called for the best 
thought of our people, and has been brought before previous 
Legislative bodies in many ways with the hope of devising 
some means of assistance to water users The earnest con- 
sideration of the question by Arizona Legislative bodies be- 
came part of the great force which made the question one of 
National importance and gave to our Territory the first appli- 
cation of the law of Congress in behalf of reclamation, Our 
future welfare largely depends upon the success of the work 
begun in this direction, and every encouragement and all pos- 
sible aid should be given by our people. 

A great responsibility rests upon you, as the lawmaking 
body of the Territorial government, to pass suchenactments as 
shall be for the welfare of the people of the Territory. Equal 
responsibility rests for the proper conduct of affairs upon the 
coordinate branches—the Executive and Legislative—and itis 
most essential that they should work together in a conscien- 
tious and harmonious manner for the successful upbuilding of 
the common country. 


Financial Condition. 


The financial condition of the Territory continues to im- 
prove. The sale of Territorial bonds is perhaps the best medi- 
um for ascertaining our standing in the financial world. Dur- 
ing the past year Territorial bonds have sold at a premium of 
$1.0903, and all calls for bids received many responses. The 
affairs closely related to our economic system have been con- 
ducted on lines of strictest frugality. The floating debt has 
been paid, thus doing away with a heavy interest expense. 
This condition, resulting in the payment of warrants in cash, 
had not existed since the organization of the Territory. 
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Retrenchment -in public expenditures, aided by the revenue 
derived from incorporations, have brought about this favorable 
situation. The direct benefit to the taxpayers is shown in the 
reduction ot the tax levy for Territorial purposes from $1.137%0 
in 1903 to 95c in 1905. This rate is low when consideration 
is given to theextensiveimprovements made in Territorial insti- 
tutions; however, it is mv belief that the rate is yet higher than 
our resources for securing revenue justifies, and I respectfully 
call vour attention to the careful consideration of the question 
of taxation, to the end that all interests mav bear their share 
and the revenue of the Territory increased sufficiently to allow 
a material reduction in the rate of taxation. 


The reports of the Auditor and Treasurer of June 30th, 1904, 
submitted herewith, will show in all detail the receipts and ex- 
penditures for the last two vears, the measures taken for the 
care and distribution of the public funds, and the amounts ex- 
pended for the maintenance of the different institutions. I cor- 
dially concur in the recommendations of these officials, and so- 
licit from your honorable bodies a careful perusal and thorough 
examination of these reports. In addition is submitted a sup- 
plementary report of the Treasurer covering the period from 
June 30th to December 31st, 1904, which will show you the 


amount of cash on hand in the treasury and where placed for 
safe-keeping.

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Taxation and Revenue. 


The owners of property in the Territory, not exempt from 
taxation by statute, should be compelled to contribute 
their just and equitable proportion towards defraying the ex- 
penses ofthe Territorial Government. Asystem oftaxationthat 
excludes any par ticular industry or object is wrong. Discrimi- 
nation in law is as much an injustice when it favors certain 
corporations or other objects of taxation as when it gives to 
one man privileges denied to another. The system must first 
be perfected upon an equitable basis, and the just rendition of 
all property for taxation. will follow. To allow any particular 
object to escape is prejudicial to good government and good 
citizenship. The upbuilding of non-taxable interests should be 
discouraged: No matter is of more importance in our domes- 
tic affairs than the question of taxation. At present our sys- 
tem is full of discrimination and injustice. The spirit of encour- 
aging railroads by exempting them from taxation for a period 
of years is responsible for it to a large extent; yet, I do not 
believe that promises once given by a Commonwealth should 
be repudiated any more than those made by an individual. 
Railways that have already come under the exemption pro- 
vision of our statutes should be given all that was prom- 
ised them; but the policy is wrong and should-be discontinued. 
When the Territory fails to set an example of equity and justice 
in the matter of taxation it should not complain if thereisa 
strong disposition to escape full taxation by those who must 
bear the burden. The question of taxation and revenue should 
receive the best thought of your members, and in your enact- 
ments it should be approached alike from the standpoints ofthe 
corporation, the farmer, the rancher, the miner, the cattle- 
man and the artisan. 


` The total taxable property in the Territory under the laws, 
how in forceis $45,069,545.32, this sum representing the aggre- 
gate of assessed valuation. During the biennial period the gain 
in taxable property has been $5,986,367.75. In the year 1903 the 
tax levy for Territorial purposes was $1.137%0, and two years . 
later, 1905, it is but 95c on the $100.00 of valuation. Liberal 
appropriations for the extension and improvement of Territor- 
ial institutions have been made, and I recommend that such 
appropriations be continued in order that-each year may show 
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some substantial ‘advancement ; but it is necessary that appro- 
ptiations be kept within reasonable limits. The rate of tax- 
ation should decrease each year, and there should be a most 
material decrease the coming year through the action of your 
honorable bodies in the enactment of a bullion tax law. In my 
judgment there can be no excuse for again renewing the float- 
.ing debt of the Territory. Ithasbeendoneaway with through 
economy, and the same wise policy should prevail. 


The greatest work of a public servant is in correcting any 
evils that appear in our system of government. To make the 
system perfect, or as near so as possible, should be hisaim. For 
many years Arizona got along without a Territorial-Board of 
Equalization. The powers of the separate counties were undis- 
puted so long as the assessments for Territorial purposes were 
made. They levied taxes in accordance with their economic 
needs. Railroad mileage was assessed in each county through 
which the road ran without consideration as to the value of 
the road as a whole to the Territorv. It cannot be disputed 
. that each mile of railway has a direct hearing on the value of 
the rest of the line. Congres&realized this in taxing the Santa 
Fe road on each mile of its roadway traversing this Territory 

regardless of the county. The rolling-stock of each operating 
railway can only be equitably taxed as is provided in the law 
now in force, each county through which theroad passes secur- 
ing its sHare of the revenue dériyed therefrom. 


In this connection I would recommend that the Board of 
Equalization be given the power to assess 'all telegraph and 
telephone lines in the same manner as railway lines, and that 
power be given the Board to assess, in like manner, the cars 
and propetty of the Pullman Company. The assessment of 
Pullman cars in the past, as made by the Board of Equaliza- 
tion, has been done more by agreement than provision for it in 
the statutes. There can beno question as to the right ofcounties 
to assess such property; however, in my judgment, all intangi- 
ble property should be assessed by the Territorial Board of 
Equalization.

The valuation for taxable purposes of all patented mines 
and improvements on patented and unpatented mines is 
$4,442,955.70. These mines produce millions of dollars each 
year, many of them'having been in operation for a quarter of 
a century. Their aggregate value runs into the hundreds of _ 
millions, yet they contributed towards the revenues of the 
Territory last year scarcely $178,000.00. The most reliable 
information gained from all parts of the Territory where mines 
are in operation shows that the last year's production of all 
mines in Arizona was $38,700,000.00. In thepursuance ofthis 
profitable vocation, mining companies pay to the Territory no 
tax on the production of their mines. Their taxation ends 
with the limitation of their land and improvement assessment, 
while the stockman pays a land and improvement tax and 
also a tax on the production of his land His herds this year 
are assessed at a valuation of $10.85 a head for cattle, $20.16 
for horses, and $2.05 for sheep. The farmer pays a tax on his 
land, improvements on the land, and on what the land pro- 
duces. All States where large mining operations are carried 
on exact certain revenues from mine owners in support of the 
government under whose protection they conduct their affairs. 
In Arizona previous Legislatures have preferred to allow the 
period of exemption to continue, but it is evident to all fair- 
minded men that the Territory has extended leniency and fos- 
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tered this industry beyond the years of expediency. Having 
grown to immense proportions under the care of the Territory, 
it now becomes obviously a question as to what portion ofits 
product shall be exacted in support of Territorial institutions. 
A very small tax on the gross output of mines would yield to 
the Territory an aggregate sum commensurate with thatindus- 
try’s importance among those other varied industries which 
have always borne their share of taxation. 

after giving this matter considerable thought and research, 
I have concluded that a tax on the net output of mines would 
be inconsistent with our system of taxation, inasmuch as that 
would be a tax on profits or incomes. Lands, improvements, 
livestock, and other objects are taxed under our system with- 
out regard to the net value of such objects to their owners in 
their capacity to produce incomes or profits. Therefore, I rec- 
commend that a small tax be placed on the gross ontput of all 
mines in the Territory, said tax not to exceed an amount that 
would become a detriment to the mining industry. 

Should the Legislature deem the sixty days of its session 
inadequatefor the preparation and passage of a proper mining 
law, [then would recommend the appointment of a commis- 
sion to serve for a stipulated number of days in each of the fol- 
lowing two years for the purpose of taking up the subject of 
taxation and revenue and preparing a report for submission 
to the Governor t o? be presented by him to the next Territorial. 
Legislature. 

There is another recommendation I desire to make; in the 
interest of economical administration. I most heartily recom- 
mend that all county officers now receiving fees in lieu of sal- 
ary be placed on commensurate salaries and that all fees be 
paid into the county treasury. I have also to recommend that 
the office of county assessor be made elective instead of ap- 
pointive. 

I desire here to call attention to the present status of the 
settlement with Yavapai county for interest due. In my last 
message to the Legislature I brought to the attention of tts 
members the transfer of $52,788.48 from the general fund to 
theinterest fund, arising from the fact that the interest on fund- 
ing bonds exchanged for Yavapai county P. & A. C. railroad 
-bonds had to be cared for, and the failure of Yavapai county: 
to levy a tax during the time the validity of said railroad 
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bonds was being litigated. Upon the settlement of the ques- 
tion at issue Yavapai county began to reimburse this sum to 
the Territory, and on December 31st, 1904 there remained due 
but $4,614.37. When this remaining sum is paid the interest 
fund will have fully repaid the amount loaned from the general 
fund. 

In this connection I also desire to call to -your attention 
the fact that Pima county has failed to levy a tax to pay the 
interest on Territorial funding bonds exchanged for certain 
narrow gauge railroad bonds, the balance due the Territory 
on December 81st, 1904 being $19,096.52. All other counties 
have made prompt payment ol interest accounts, with the ex- 
ception, as stated above, in the cases of Yavapai and Pima 
counties.

Delinquent Taxes.: 


The act of the last Legislature respecting the collection of 
delinquent taxes in the various counties of the Territory directs 
the sheriff after judgment is obtained and execution issues ta 
sell delinquent property as under execution, and to execute to 
the purchasers thereof a deed for the property so sold, but no 
provision is made in said act for the redemption by the owner 
thereof of the property sold. It is not quite clear whether re- 
demption can be had of property sold for delinquent taxes un- 
der the general laws of the Territory relative to property sold 
under execution. Therefore, I would recommend that the Leg- 
islature enact such legislation as will plainly and clearly give 
the taxpayers of the Territory the right to redeem their prop- 
erty within a reasonable time after sale. Inasmuch as taxes 
imposed by the government are a burden upon the citizen, he 
should be given a fair and reasonable opportunity to discharge © 
his obligation towards maintaining the integrity of the Terri- 
tory without being divested of his property in a summary 
manner. 


Semi-Annual Collection of Taxes. 


The present method of collecting taxes during the last 
three months of the year does not seem to be in harmony with 
modern legislation, In many of the States experience has dem- 
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onstrated that the collection of taxes semi-annually instead of 
annually has resulted to the advantage and benefit of the tax- 
payer, as well as to the business interests. Under the existing 
method oftax collection in this Territory large sums of money 
are collected and placed in county vaults during the last two 
months of the year when money is mostly needed in business 
enterprises, and as the statute practically prohibits county 
treasurersfrom placing county funds in banks, these large sums 
of money withdrawn from circulation often create stringencies 
in the money markets of the various communities, resulting in 
high rates of interest and stagnation in business during the 
period this money is withdrawn from circulation. In my opin- 
ion if taxes are paid semi-annually instead of annually the con- 
dition noted above would be relieved and the taxpayers and 
business interests would feel the benefit. Therefore, I respect- 
fully recommend that this subject be given serious thought, 
and that the taxpayer be given the privilege of paying his 
taxes semi-annually, even if the payment is not made compul- 
sory twice in each year. However, to my mind, the greatest 
benefit would come in changing the law to conform to modern 
legislation on this subject in States of the Union. 


Surety Companies. 


Under the existing law relating to surety companies duties 
are imposed on the Governor which are inordinate to the execu: ` 
tive branch of government. The office is made a place for filing 
papers which do not pertain strictly to the Executive depart- 
ment. In my judgment this department should be responsible 
only for such files as properly belong to it in the execution of 
departmental business. The business of surety companies 
should be regulated on the lines laid down in the law pertain- 
ing to insurance and other corporations, and a certain tax ex- 
acted as from all enterprises conducted for profit. I would 

‘recommend that the duties now required of the Governor re- 
garding surety companies be imposed on the Auditor of the 
Territory, and that all such corporations doing business in the 
Territory be taxed in like manner as insurance companies, and 
the fees turned into the treasury. The Governor may, ifitis 
deemed best, continue to grant authority by letter to such 
companies to do business in the Territory on notice from the 
Auditor that the law has been complied with. 
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Loan Commission. 

The report of the secretary of the Loan Commission shows 
the great amount of work performed by this Commission dur- 
ing the past two years, and since the Commission was re-es- 
tablished by act of Congress, and full power under the funding 
act renewed. The many high interest bearing securities funded . 
shows the saving this act brings to the Territory. During the 
past two years securities amounting in the aggregate to 
$517,280.00 have been funded or exchanged, the interest of the 
securities funded being as high as seven per cent. Of the bal- 
ance of $140,000.00 of the six per cent series of 1888, there 
remain out at this time but $77,000.00. Thesesix percent bonds 
are funded into five per cent bonds as fast as presented to the 
Commission. When they shall all have been funded the rate of 
interest paid by the Territory will not be higher than five per 
cent, with the exception of $20,000.00 Insane Asylum bonds 
bearing interest at seven per cent, $10,000.00 of which will be 
paid oi in February or March of the.present year, and the 
remaining $10,000.00 in 1906. It would, of course, be unwise 
to fund a debt the retirement of which is possible at an early 
date. 


Board of Control. 


In the present stage of the Territory's growth the Board of 
Controlas now constituted seems to amply meet all require- 
ments in the management of the Territorial institutions placed 
inits charge. As these institutions are enlarged the duties of 
the Board of Control should widen to meet them, and eventu- 
ally all institutions in the Territory should be placed under 
the direct supervision, as regards all financial matters, of this 
Board. I doubt ifit is wise at this time to undertake an 
enlarged plan of organization, although I believe it is a debat- 
able subject, and one worthy of thought by the Legislature. 
In this connection, I respectfully recommend that the Territor- 
ial Industrial School, at Benson, be placed under the direct 
supervision of the Board of Control, and the Board of Trustees 
abolished. This recommendation is made not only in the inter- 
est of economy, but às being in line with the evident intention 
and scope of the act creating the Board of Control. (Title 56, 
Chap. 1, Par. 3563, R. S. A., 1901.) 
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On December 28th, 1903, a fire started under mysterious 
circumstances in the boiler room, located in the north base- 
ment of the Capitol. The timely discovery ofthe fire no doubt 
prevented serious damage to the entire building, if not its 
destruction. The report of the Board of Control concerning 
the origin of the fire is submitted herewith. All damage to the 
building was repaired without cost to the Territory, it being 
paid by the company holding insurance risk on the building. 

The report of the Board of Control submitted herewith for 
your consideration shows in detail the duties performed, and 
in the recommendations of the Board I most heartily concur. 
With the report of this Board is found the report of the super- 
_ intendent of the Asylum for the Insame. 


Completion of the Capitol. 


The completion of the Capitol in accordance with the 
plans adopted is a matter which must soon be taken up by the 
. Legislature; but im view of the many obligations for im- 
provements of Territorial institutions which the tax payers 
are called on to meet, I would suggest that the assistance of the 
General Government be sought, and that Congress be asked to 
appropriate $150,000.00, orso much as is required for the com- 
pletion of the Capitol in accordance with the original plans. 
The Capitol at Santa Fe was erected bv appropriation of funds 
from the sale of public lands in New Mexico. 


Tuberculosis: 


The alarming ravages throughout the United States of 
what has come to be known as the “great white plague" 
places upon the citizens of the sections of our country where 
those afflicted seek climatic relief, serious and perplexing prob- 
lems. Medical science has established the infectious character 
of tuberculosis and the readiness of those susceptible to it to 
become affected. "Throughout Arizona conditions of precau- 
tionary neglect are to be found, and the character of the dis- 
ease seems not to be fully realized. There should be brought 
into action some means of protection by which the element of 
danger by contagion would be diminished, Thousands of per- 
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sons afflicted with tuberculosis come to Arizona evety yeaf, 
and our people are brought face to face with a condition which 
must sooner or later be met. In many States sanatoriums 
have been constructed, but this is done in each instance for the 
accommodation of residents of the State who are afflicted. 
Here in Arizona the condition is altogether different, for the 
number of natives of the Territory afflicted is very small. The 
question here is protection against contagion which comes in 
the thousands of consumptives from eastern States who yearly 
make the cities and towns in this Territory their abiding , 
places. Arizona cannot build a sanatorium for visitors and 
maintain it, and the question naturally broadens into a Na- 
tional one. I would suggest that a memorial be adopted ask- 
ing the General Government to construet at some suitable 
place in this Territory a sanatorium where all persons com- 
ing here as invalids from tuberculosis may find accommoda- 


tions. 
! 


Family Desertion. 


I desire to call your attention to the growing evil of wife 
and family desertion, and to recommend that provision be 
made for the punishment of persons charged with such crime. 
Our statutes at present provide only for the punishment of par- 
ents deserting their children. 


Assembly and Supervisorial Districts. 


In my judgment the question submitted by me to the last 
Legislature of dividing the counties of the Territory into as- 
sembly and supervisorial districts for the election of members 
of the Assembly and Board of Supervisors is one which should 
receive your earnest consideration. 


Primary Election Law. 


In the interest of good government and the purification of 
our elective system, I recommended to the last Legislature the 
advisability of enacting a primary election law, and J desire to 
reiterate that recommendation at this time. 
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Desertion from the United States Army. 


My attention has been called by the Liewtenant General of 
the United States Army, Chief of Staff, to the increased number 
of desertions from the army, and he suggests that, inasmuch 
as all States and Territories are interésted in the welfare of 
the army and navy of the United States, by co-operation with 
the authorities of the government and by the enactment of pro- 
per laws, this evil can be abolished. If your belief is as mine 
that proper aid should be extended in this matter, the follow- 
ing form of enactment is submitted as being proper and con- 
ducive to the end desired: 


Every deserter from the military service of the United States, or from 
the militia of this Territory, when called forth by the Governor, or in time of 
invasion, insurrection or rebellion, by the President of the United States, shall ^ 
be deemed to have voluntarily relinquished his right to vote at all elections, 
and shall not be entitled to participate in elections in this Territory until he 
shall have returned to the command from which he deserted, made good the 
time lost in desertion, and served out the term of his original enlistment. 


Judiciary. 


x 


On account of the large number of cases coming in the 
courts of this Territory, especially in the southern section, and 
the consequent congestion, I have the honor to recommend 
that a memorial be addressed to the Congress of the United 
States requesting that an act be passed authorizing and direct- 
ing the appointment of one or two additional judges for this ` 
Territory, the memorial specifying the redistricting to be made 
should the prayer be granted. i 


Territorial Library. 


I desire to call your attention to the report of the Board of 
Curators submitted herewith. This report shows the condi- 
tion of the library and the money expended. Owing to lack of 
proper accommodations at the Capitol the law library has 
beenremoved to the County Court House where the sessions of 
the Supreme Court are held at the present time, and where the 
bar of the Territory can reach the volumes conveniently. The 
general library still remains in the Capitol. I wish to call par- 
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ticular attention to the financial obligation of the Board as 
mentioned in this report, and to recommend that the balance 
due be paid by appropriation. I heartily concur iu the recom- 
mendations of the Board and bespeak for it your earnest as- 
sistance in improving the Territorial library. 


Supreme Court Reports. 


There have been published reports of the Supreme Court 
of Arizona and purchases made by the Territory of 150 volumes 
of each edition for exchange for similar reports of other Terri- 
tories and the States. A mandate of the Court directed that 
payment for these purchases be made, and I desire now to call 
your attention to the necessity of an act to cover payments for 
future purchases. As soon as these reports are printed to date 
it will be necessary to issue but one volume during each two 
years. This exchange of Supreme Court reports is of great 
value to the Territory. 


Banking Laws. 


There seems to be necessity for the overhauling ofthe bank- 
ing laws of the Territory to the end that the Bank Examiner 
shall be vested with more authority. This matter is calledgto 
your attention for consideration. ` 


Protection of the Public. 


In order that the general public may be protected where 
street cars are operated, I would recommend that the owners 
and operators of trolley lines be compelled to furnish each car 
with life-saving fenders. 


Territorial Officials. 


The officials of the ‘Territory are performing their duties in 
a most satisfactory way, and I bespeak from the Legislature 
cordial support of their efforts to conduct the affairs ofthe Ter- 
ritory in an economical and business-like manner.

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The Auditor. 


To the usual duties of this office has been added the care of 
the incorporation business of the Territory, from which there 
has been derived an income to the Territory of $57,869.00 from 
the 19th day of March, 1903, when the present incorporation 
law took effect, to the 31st day of December, 1904, a most 
creditable, valuable and interesting showing. 


The Treasurer, 


~ 


This office is conducted in a business way, the Treasurer be- 
ing at all times during office hours found at his office for the 
transaction of business. In this office, asin all other Territorial 
offices, the amount of business to be transacted has advanced 
commensurate with the growth of the Territory. 


Superintendent of Public Instruction. 


I cordially invite your attention to the report of the Super- 
-intendent of Public Instruction submitted herewith in printed 
form. A most perceptible growth has been made in the at- 
tendanceatour public schools during the past two years. The 
citizens of Arizona have reason to be proud of the entire school 
system. 


Attorney General. a 


The duties of this office are being faithfully and carefully 
executed. They have increased each year until much time is re- 
quired for which he does not seem to be amply compensated. I 
recommend that a salary commensurate with the duties of this 
office be paid. As the Territory grows tlie duties of all officers 
increase, but the office of Attorney General is first to feel the 
advancement of Territorial institutions in. the responsibilities 
placed upon him. 


Fish and Game Commission. 


The report submitted herewith of the Fish and Game Com- 
mission is respectfully called to your attention. The law re- 
garding this Commission does not seem to be definite enough

to fully meet the requirements, and I would suggest that you 
give it careful consideration and corrcct any inconsistencies 
that appear The appointment of Commissioners at different 
points in the Territory with no provision made for their mect- 
ing at stated periods at the expense of the Territory is incom- 
patible with good government, and I would recommend that 
this Commission be abolished and an act passed providing tor 
the appointment of one Fish and Game Commissioner at a fair 
and reasonable compensation. I further recommend that the 
expense accounts of Commissioner Allison, amounting to 
$476.00, and Commissioner Pinney, amounting to $222.25, be 
paid by appropriation. The accounts referred to are to be 
found with the reports of these officials submitted herewith 


Board of Education. 


At the meetings of the Territorial Board of Education cer- 
tain members of the Board, viz: the President of the Univer- 
sity, and the Principals of the two Normal schools, are required 
to come from the outside and from some distance to attend 
said meetings, and that without expenses and per diem being 
allowed. I recommend that this injustice be rectified during 
the present session of the Legislature. 


Secretary of Arizona. 


The duties of this office are being faithfully and carefully 
executed, and I call your attention to the report of the Secre- 
tarv submitted herewith 


Territorial Board of Public Health. 


The act of the Twenty-Second Legislative Assembly pro- 
viding for a Territorial Board of Health has been carried out 
in every particular. The main work of the Board has been in 
organization and securing co-operation throughout the Terri- 
tory. There has been scarcely any illness of an epidemical na 
ture in the Territory. The report of the Superintendent of 
Public Health submitted herewith shows what has been ac- 
complished. ;

The operation of this law seems to amply meet its purpose 
in every particular. From time to time since the organization 
of the Board meetings have been held, and in the report : sub- 
mitted herewith is described the inauguration of work under 
the law. > 


Board of Medical Examiners. 


I respectfully ask the cordial support of the Legislature in 
the work of the Board of Medical Examiners which has for its 
object the prevention of fraud in the practice of medicine 
within the limits of the Territory. The biennial report of this 
Board is submitted herewith for your consideration. 


Board of Dental Examiners. 


This Board has in charge the matter of the practice of den- 
tistry in Arizona, and the enlarged scope of the law seems to 
operate for the betterment of the profession and the protection 
ofthe public against the practice of incompetent and quack 
dentists. I bespedk for this Board your BEER in the further- 
ance of its aims. 


- National Guard. 


The National Guard of Arizona is in excellent condition. 
During the past year the Second Cavalry Troop at Morenci 
was mustered into service, the First Cavalry Troop at Nogales 
having entered the service during the year preceding. The 
mustering out of Company E at Mesa for inefficiency shows 
the strict discipline of the Militiaas now organized. The Guard ` 
has been supplied with two Gatling guns, one of which is in- 
stalled with the Second Cavalry Troop at Morenci, and the 
other is at present at the Capitol in Phoenix. 

During the summer of 1903 the Guard responded to an or- 
der from the Executive department for service at Morenci dur- 
ing a strike which caused serious trouble at both Morenci and 
Clifton. The strike was presumably caused by the passage of 
an eight-hour law by the last Legislature. 
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An encampment of the Guard was held during the summer 
of 1904 at Whipple Barracks, which was very successful in 
every way. The report of the Adjutant General is submitted 
herewith to which I call your attention. 


Livestock Sanitary Board. 


This is probably the most important of all Boards in the 
"Territory, since it has in charge the protection of the livestock 
industry, second in importance of all the varied industries of 
our Territory. The cordial support of the last Legislature in 
extending the powers of this Board has operated to the bene- 
fit of this industry throughout the Territorv. The report of 
the Board submitted herewith shows in detail the operation of 
the law, and I wish to call your particular attention to it. In 
the recommendations of the Board I most heartily concur. 


5 Arizona Rangers. 


The report of the Captain of the Arizona -Rangers sub- 
mitted herewith shows in detail the great amount of work 
accomplished by this force during the past two years in thesup- 
pression of crime and the apprehension of criminals. No force 
of men could have a better record for duty well performed, and 
I bespeak from your honorable bodies most cordial support of 
this organization. 


Board of World's Fair Commissioners. 


The Board of Managers for Arizona at the Louisiana Pur- 
chase Exposition by earnest and consistent work made a most 
presentable display of the products of Arizona at the World's 
Fair at St. Louis. The exhibits from this Territory secured 
many prizes. When the amount of the appropriatién is con- 
sidered, the Board of Managers for Arizona made a showing 
equal to any State or Territory. 

The mineral exhibit has been boxed and returned to the 
Territory, preparatory to its shipment to Portland, Oregon, 
should it be the desire of the Legislature that representation 
be had at the Lewis and Clark Centennial, to be held in that 
city from June 1st to October 15th, 1905. 
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I would respectfully recommend that a small appropria- 
tion be made to cover the expense of an exhibit from this Ter- 
ritory at this Exposition. The appropriation need only be the 
amount necessary for the transportation to Portland of the 
mineral exhibit returned from the Louisana Purchase Exposi- 
tion, for an exhibit of agricultural and horticultural products 
of the Territory, and for their care and maintenance during the 
lie ofthe Fair. I should judge that the services of one com- 
missioner would be sufficient as manager. 


Pioneer Historical Society. 


The maintenance of the Pioneer Historical Society is a 
matter of the utmost importance to this Territory, for the 
work begun by this organization must sooner dr later be 
taken m hand by the Territory. Much data of historical inter- 
est has been secured and preserved by the Society in Tucson. 
The Territory is vitally interested in all that has been done in 
the way of collecting data pertaining to the early days bere, 
and I earnestly call to your attention the report of the Society 
submitted herewith. In their recommendations I heartily 
concur. 


Governor’s Office. 


During the past two years the office of the Governor has 
been equipped with proper filing and book cases, and today all 
papers are easily found in the files, and a complete record kept 
of all official business. I would respectfully call your attention 
to the demand for copies of the Governor’s report for 1904, 
and recommend that at least $150.00 be appropriated for the 
purchase of additional copies. I would request that the Gov- 
ernor be allowed the services of an extra clerk during the ses- 
sion of the Legislature; also a messenger, compensation of 
each to be fixed by Legislative enactment. 


Public Institutions. 


In their order I shall now refer to the public institutions of 
the Territory, and first I shall call your attention to the Terri- 
torial prison at Yuma. 
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TERRITORIAL PRISON. 


While this institution is most ably managed, kept in å 
clean and orderly manner, and the prisoners employed at such 
work asis possible, still, I must say that the future of this institu- 
tion is the most serious problem that confronts thelaw-making 
body. As a measure of discipline and for the maintenance ofthe 
health of the prisoners, it is absolutely necessary that they be 
constantly employed. After a short time, work except for a 
part of the whole number of prisoners, will be unobtainable 
unless measures are taken other than those at present in vogue. 
It is possible that a small portion of the prison farm, so called, 
may be utilized, but it is located at a considerable distance 
from the prison, and would require the installation of a suita- 
ble pumping plant, and the construction of a ditch, or head- 
gates in connection with the ditch. A small part of the 
prison farm could then be utilized for the purpose of raising 
vegetables for use at the prison and for sale in the mar- 
kets. However, there must be taken into consideration the 
element of risk in the escape of prisoners owing to the distance 
from the prison and the character of the country. 
~ Iam sincerely of the belief that it would be a wise policy at 
this time to establish a branch prison at some convenient 
point where irrigable land can be procured in the immediate 
vicinity of a stone quarry, where the work of a number of 
prisoners could be utilized in the construction of permanent 
buildings, and where they would be at all times employed 
at suitable work. To do this, after procuring the land and 
location, it would only he necessary to build a stockade and 
inside place a small building with a few tiers of steel cages for 
use until such time as the prisoners could construct their own 
buildings. 

In a former part of this message I have recommended the 
appointment of a revenue commission, under certain circum- 
stances, and in case this commission is appointed, the matter 
of the location of this branch prison could be placed in their 
hands. In case the revenue commission is not appointed, then I 
recommend that the Governor be authorized to appoint a com- 
mission with power to locate and purchase a suitable site for 
a branch prison, and that thereafter the Board of Control 
shall have charge of the construction and maintenance of said 
branch prison as a branch of the present institution at Yuma. 
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I further recommend that the present power plant at the . 
prison be duplicated, and that a sufficient appropriation be 
made for steel cages or cells, to the end that there shall be 
accommodations for at least four hundred persons. On account 
of the crowded condition of the prison, by reason of the num- 
ber confined, this is an absolute necessity. 

It being customary for committees from the Legislature to 
visit and inspect each of the public institutions of the Territory 
at the beginning of the session, I would respectfully request 
that the committees at this session be instructed to make 
a thorough and exhaustive inspection of each institution, 
and particularly of the Territorial prison at Yuma, and the 
Territorial Industrial School at Benson, to the end that the 
requirements of each may be understood. 


ASYLUM FOR THE INSANE. 


The overcrowded condition of this institution will be relieved 
within the next few weeks by the completion oftwo buildings con- 
structed-under the provisions of Act No.73, ofthe Twenty-Second 
Legislative Assembly. These structures are the first of the cot- 
tage system intended to be erected at this institution within 
the next ten years, and which will be of so much benefit in the 
care of the unfortunates who are of necessity confined there, 

On account of a discrepancy in dates in the bill authorizing 
improvements at the asylum, and which discrepancy was not 
rectified in the act of Congress approving the act of the Legis- 
lature, the Board of Control was prevented from using the 
$20,000.00 intended for the first vear, but was forced to use the 
$10,000.00 intended for each of the second and third years, and 
with this amount, viz., $20,000.00, there have been erected un- 
der contract the two ward buildings capable of comfortably 
housing over ninety patients. In the year 1906, and in each 
vear thereafter until $80,000.00 has been expended, one ward 
building will be erected on the grounds of the asylum, meeting 
in all probability the requirements of the institution. Later, 
when'the $80,000.00 has been expended, it will be necessary to 
pass an act authorizing the sale of $20,000.00 in bonds to the 


end that the intent of the original act shall be carried out in 
fall, 
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The report of the Superintendent of the Territorial Asylum 
for the Insane is to be found in the report of the Board of Con- 
trol submitted herewith for your consideration. 


INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL. 


This institution bids fair to be one of the most creditahle of 
Territorial institutions, inasmuch as its sole object is the ref- 
ormation of the incorrigible youths of the Territory. It is un- 
der able management, and although of necessity the expense 
incident to the establishment of a new institution is a heavy 
one, in the case of this institution it has been particularly so 
as. the building had to be equipped in every particular and ina 
great many ways completed in order that it should be fit for 
the purposes intended. At hours when not in school the in- 
mates have been required to work at such pursuits as possible. 
In the near future, however, it is proposed to install a brick- 
yard that the brick required for new buildings may be manu- 
factured on the ground. Other industrial pursuits will be 
inaugurated as rapidly as possible. 

In a former part of this message I have recommended that 
the care and control of this institution be transferred to the 
Board ofControl, and the office of Board of Trustees abolished. 
I now reiterate that recommendation. The report ofthe Board 
of Trustees is submitted for your consideration. 

I recommend that the appointment of Superintendent of 
the Territorial Industrial School be vested in the Governor, ` 
and that the Superintendent of the Territorial Prison and the 
Superintendent of the Territorial Industrial Schoo] be required 
by enactment to furnish bonds in the sums of $10,000.00 and 
$5,000.00 respectively. 


Educational Institutions. 
UNIVERSITY OF ARIZONA. 


This institution has made marked progress during the past 
two years, taking rank among the leading universities of the 
country. The standard of excellence attained is most credit- 
able to the Territory. The attendance has increased each vear, 
which is in itself the best index of the University’s growth.

. step in view of the importance of this session of the Legislature’ 
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\ proportions of greatest moment to the people of Arizona, not 
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Further Recommendations. 


I wish to call your attention to the fact that indebtedness 
has been created by the Board of Education of the Tempe Nor- 
mal School in necessary improvements amounting to $4,700.06 
more than the income derived from taxation; and that the 
same condition is true of the Northern Arizona Normal School 
to the extent of $2,072.17. I recommend that an act bepassed 
authorizing and directing that these amounts be allowed to be 
paid from the incomes of these institutions from taxation for 
the years 1904 and 1905. 

I also recommend that an EEE of $143.60 be 
made to pay the expenses of mileage aud per diem of the Attor- 
ney General is attending meetings of the Territorial Board of 
Health 'since its organization; and I further recommend that 
in the future such expenses be directed to be paid from-the gen- 


eral fund. 


Statehood. 


På At the present time there is pending in the Senate of the 
United States a bill which has for its object the union of Ari- 
zona and New Mexico as one State under the name of Arizona. 
If it is the belief of your honorable bodies, as it is mine, that 
the passage of this act is inimical to the best interests of both 
Territories, and is universally opposed by all residents of this 
Territory, without regard to creed or party, then I most ear- 
nestly recommend that a resolution or memorial be passed by 
both houses of the Legislature expressing the views of the 
Legislative Assembly of Arizona, the representatives of the peo- 
ple of the Territory, upon this subject, and that the same be ` 
forwarded by wire to the President of the Senate of the United 
States for submission to that body. " 

I would further suggest to your honorable bodies that any 
action you may take upon this question at this time assumed 


only in the present, but for all time. 
»: After an honest aud comprehensive investigation of this 
question extending over a period of two years, by contact with 
i people of all classes and conditions interested in the welfare of 
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Årizotia, I am fully convinced that to a man almost they ate 
opposed to joint statehood with New Mexico as is proposed 
by the terms of the pending bill. 

I would respectfully call your attention to my remarks on 
Statehood to be found on page 13 et seq of my report to the 
Honorable Secretary of the Interior for the year ended June 
80th, 1904, a copy of which has been furnished each member of 
the present Legislative Assembly.-
